PENSIONS 

Nobody will suggest that a separate pension 
scale for eseh province of the Dominion is either 
necessary or practicable. Yet none can refute the 
assertion that the rale for the eastern provinces 
at present does not- meet the needs of British Col¬ 
umbia. Undoubtedly there has been a tendency to 
deal with the whole {tension question in too par- 
liiuumous a fashion. Wc do not know, of course, 
what the report of the Pensions Committee of the 
Douse of Commons will disclose, and until it is 
tabled we cannot pasa judgment, but nothing)will 
be lost if those associations which arc ItemHng their 
energies to improve cnmlitions will continue to 
impress their case upon the Dominion Government 

There is sound reason in the demand submitted 
by the Victoria Keconatruvtion Group that a gen- 
crons living allowance be taken as the bams for all 
pension payments. Tlie disabled aoktier and the 
dependents of the fallen have a right to expect 
that much at least of a grateful couutry, and any¬ 
thing short of it is an account unpaid. Further¬ 
more, in the ultimate payment which cannot be 
escaped there must be full discharge of the debt 
without technical discounts. 

Using the returned man's ability to earn a par¬ 
tial livelihood as a reason for limiting the pension 
is wrong in principle, and the practice actually im¬ 
poses a penalty u|iou patriotism. On the other 
hand, the former average member of the Canadian 
- Expeditionary Force is nor unreasonable about his 
pension. He asks that, having regard to all the 
circumstances, he br placet! at an equal advantage 
with hia ctlisrade who escaped hurts in battle. 

Fifty dollars a month for total disability is obvi¬ 
ously insufficient, while to add eight dollsra extra 
in the rase of a married man merely emphasizes 
the absurdity. Increases to seventy-five dollars and 
one hundred dollars respectively, as suggested by 
the Victoria Reconstruction Group, do not provide 
for too many luxurieg. As for the widow, her 
allowance of o nly fq g^y dollars per month requires 
that she should go (hut and work to make up the 
difference between 9iat amount and a sum calcu¬ 
lated to provide her with-sufficient means to live— 
a requirement which should be provided against. 
Furthermore, the country does not wish her grief 
to be aggravated by additional sacrifice. 

There are many other phases of this question 
that could be gone into, but it is to be hoped the
